City, who with his wife and daugh­ 


ter were visiting at the hom e of 


Mr. and Mrs. Fred Stallard, 1115 


East Fifth street Monday, died sud­ 


denly about 5 o’clock Monday a fte r­ 
noon at the hom e of Mrs. Lillian ; 
Whit new, 200 N orth W ashington. 
According to the statem en t of 
Mrs. W hitney. Grose cam e to her j 
door shortly before 5 o’clock and 
stated th a t he was so warm th a t he ; 
was ill, and asked her if he could 
rest a m inute. 
She noticed th a t he i 
was flushed and appeared to be suf­ 
fering so took bim into the house 
and sen t her maid for ice wrater. 
W hile the maid was getting the ice 
w ater Grose died, scarcely five m in­ 
utes afte r he had entered the house, j 
Dr. E. Ii. W alker, who was called, 
arrived im m ediately after the man 
had passed aw ay, and pronounced 
the cause of his death h eart failure. 
Dr. E. A. Monroe, who had a t­ 
tended Mr. G rose for more than 
tw enty years, stated th at he cam e 
to his office Monday morning and j 
at that tim e, according to Dr. Mon­ 
roe 
he wTas in a very critical con­ 
dition. 
He told him not to ex ert 
him self and to take things easy, 
for he m ight drop dead a t any time.

was 
afflicted 
with 
chronic 
Bright's disease, Dr .Monroe s ta t­ 
ed. 
He carried a note in his pock­ 
et saying th a t if lie should be found 
dead to send the body to Clifton 
City. 
An inquest was conducted by Dr.

chapel and the jury returned a ver­ 
dict th a t death was due to heart 
failure.

AN UNANSWERED QUESTION. 
Representative W. M. Chandler of 
New York, just back from a tour of 
Europe, brings word of ‘"unmistakable 
improvement” and “the dawning of a 
better day” over there. 
“The great 
and hopeful sign,” he says, “is the 
prospect of an early dissolution and 
disappearance 
of 
Bolshevism in its 
radical form. 
I do not mean to say 
that radicalism of a dangerous charac­ 
ter has passed out, but I do mean to 
say that Bolshevism 
of 
the radical 
form of two years ago is dead.” 
By 
way of illustrating his conclusions Mr. 
Chandler relates the following exper­ 
iences: 
“At various times and places in my 
travels I remarked that failure Cf rad­ 
ical propaganda. I wag in Paris dur­ 
ing the recent bielection for members 
of the Chamber of Deputies and wit­ 
nessed the rout of the red forces and 
the triumph of the friends of law and 
order. 
“From the galleries of the German 
Reichstag I listened to the speech of a 
radical socialist who loudly proclaim­ 
ed soviet doctrine, 
but 
noted with 
satisfaction that his remarks were 
greeted by no considerable applause. 
“At Reval, about a month ago, the 
Esthonians celebrated the third anni­ 
versary of their independence. Par­ 
ades were the order of the day. The 
Russian Reds tried to organize a coun­ 
ter demonstration but were promptly 
suppressed by the police of the brave 
little republic that has refused from 
the beginning to have anything to do 
with Bolshevism. 
“Again, while I was in London, I 
witnessed a most interesting proceed­ 
ing at the foot of Nelson’s monument 
in Trafalgar square. An anarchist ora­ 
tor waved a red flag and harangued 
a big crowd for more than thirty min­ 
utes. 
Only shouts 
of 
denunciation 
and derision 
greeted 
his remarks. 
When I suggested to a policeman that 
the meeting should be broken up he 
replied indifferently, Oh, no. The city 
authorities have issued a permit, and 
it is better to let them blow it off.” 
Rock-ribbed 
and 
conservative Eng­ 
land has ceased to regard meetings of 
anarchists with fear and apprehen­ 
sion. 
They regard them more as a 
nuisance than a menace.” 


OIL AND CONSERVATION. 
We hear a great deal about conser­ 
vation of natural resources nowadays, 
though no more than we ought to hear 
in view of the importance of the sub­ 
ject, but it is very seldom that any­ 
body hears anything about conserva­ 
tion in connection with oil. Few peo­ 
ple ever think of the two things at the 
same time. 
The general idea seems 
to be that conservation of the oil sup­ 
ply is not necessary because new oil 
wells are being drilled every day and 
because nobody 
knows 
what 
vast 
stores of this precious material are 
still in the earth waiting to be discov­ 
ered. 
How far this is from the truth may 
be judged from the following state­ 
ment by Chief Geologist White of the 
United States geological survey. “For 
the first time in her history,” says Mr. 
White, “the United States is witness­ 
ing the day when one of her greatest 
stores of mineral wealth—her most 
dazzling and spectacular endowment, 
on which her prosperity, 
industries 
and standards of living are so largely 
dependent, and which imparts a char­ 
acteristic and essential quality to her 
civilization—is approaching exhaus­ 
tion and so is no longer able to meet 
her growing necessities. 
After 60 
years of prodigal generosity and prof­ 
ligate waste, she discovers that her oil 
heritage is far spent and that hence­ 
forth she must become more and more 
[ 
dependent on the stores of other coun- 
‘ 
tries.” 
It is hardly likely that such utter­ 
ances as this of Mr. White will do any 
good. 
We never really wake up to 
disagreeable facts such as these which 
he outlines until it is nearly or quite 
too late. At present the United States 
is producing 66 per cent of the world’s 
supply of oil and is using 80 per cent 
of the world’s output, and while pro­ 
duction may increase for a consider­ 
able time, there is no assurance that 
the increase will keep pace with the 
tremendous increase in consumption 
of oil. 
A time 
will 
probably come 
when we shall face an oil famine as 
serious as the timber famine which 
confronts us now because of our reck­ 
less destruction of our forest resour- 
I 


ces. 
It would be interesting if we could 
look ahead a hundred years and see 
the condition of affairs which will ex- 
t 
ist at the time due to the exhaustion 
of natural resources and learn the ex­ 
pedients which resourceful mankind 
will have devised as a means of meet­ 
ing the emergencies created by man’s 
almost incredible wastefulness.
